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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Meijer et al. (2003/0108591 A1 ). 

Meijer et al. disclose a composition containing two or more isoflavones and a 
hydrophilic polymer which can be a hydrocolloid such as xanthan gum, agar, gum 
Arabic and guar gum in the claimed amounts (page 4, paragraph 0038, page 7, 
paragraphs 0079, 0043) and excipients such as flavors, and preservative (page 6, para. 
0064). Claim 14 differs from the reference in the particular transmittance as in step b. 
However, as the composition has been shown, it is seen that the composition would 
have had the claimed transmittance. Therefore, it would have been obvious to make a 
composition containing the claimed ingredients as shown by the reference to Meijer et 
al. 

Claim 15 is to a method of reducing the symptoms of menopause in a woman, by 
administering the composition of claim 14 in effective amounts. However, the reference 
discloses in the prior art section that isoflavone-type compounds are used for various 
conditions including menopausal syndrome (WO 98/08503, page 3, para. 0022 and 
para. 0024, Gorbach et al. U. S. Pat. 5,498,631)). Therefore, it would have been 
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obvious to use the composition of claim 14 which contains isoflavones to reduce the 
symptoms of menopause as disclosed by WO 98/08503 and Gorbach et al.
